6. To inspect or cause the inspection of accounts, records 
or deeds and documents relating to any Wakf. 

7. To allow inspection ofcthe proceedings or other records 
of the Board and to issue copies of the some on payment 
of prescribed fee. 

8. To exercise powers and perform the functions of Board 
under Section 25, Wakf Act, 1954 in respect of the Registra¬ 


tion of Wakfs in undisputed cases and in the maintenance of 
tlic Register of Wakls under section 26 ot Wakf Act, 1954.
